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U.S., Mexico reconfirm shared responsibility in drug war 


The United States and Mexico 
reconfirmed their shared responsi- 
bility in fighting organized criminal 
organizations affecting their lengthy 
shared border and signed a joint 
declaration in which they reinforced 
their cooperation in all areas, includ- 
ing the socio-economic sphere. U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
and Mexican counterpart Patricia 
Espinosa held a press conference 
after participating in the second 
meeting of the High-Level Group 
in this capital, a meeting that had 
been called as a result of the wave 
of violence besetting the common 
frontier region. 

“Yes, we accept our share of 
the responsibility,” Clinton said. 
“We know that the demand for drugs 
drives much of this illicit trade and 
that guns purchases in the U.S. are 
used to facilitate violence here in 
Mexico.” She said that Washington 
“firmly” supports the campaign 
launched by Mexican President 


Felipe Calderon to fight drug traf- 
ficking cartels. Accompanied by top 
security officials from both nations, 
Clinton and Espinosa reviewed the 
main issues that were discussed at 
the first meeting of the High-Level 
Group held in December 2008. The 
joint declaration signed Tuesday in 
Mexico City says that both countries 
have consolidated a strategic vision 
for the coming years that assures the 
continuity of their bilateral activities 
and promotes the economic and 
social development of the communi- 
ties most affected by the violence. 
Espinosa called the more- 
than-three-hour session productive 
and fruitful, thanks to the change 
in paradigm pushed by Calderon 
and U.S. President Barack Obama. 
She thanked Clinton for the U.S. 
commitment to push the bilat- 
eral relationship and Washington's 
“clear willingness to eliminate 
bottlenecks” that have delayed the 
delivery of equipment under the 
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The U.S. Secretary of State, Hillary Clinton (1), and the Mexican chancellor, 
Thorny Patrician (r), are greeted during a press conference in Mexico City.

Washington-funded regional crime- 
fighting plan known as the Merida 
initiative. Clinton said she very 
much regretted the recent murders 
of three people linked to the U.S.

Turf battles among drug car- 
tels and the security forces” strug- 
gle against the illegal trade have 
claimed nearly 19,000 lives in 
Mexico since December 2006, when 
Calderon took office. Vowing to 
crush the cartels, the rightist presi- 
dent has deployed 50,000 soldiers 
and 20,000 federal police to the 
country’s most conflictive areas, yet 
the pace of drug-related killings has 
only accelerated, from 2,700 people 
in 2007 to 7,724 fatalities last year. 
This year's death toll has already 
topped 2,000.

Existe una preocupación gene- 
ralizada entre nuestra comunidad 
frente al actual entorno económico 
en Estados Unidos, ya que la crisis 
ha tenido un mayor impacto en 
los sectores más vulnerables de la 
sociedad.

Según cifras federales, aproxi- 
madamente 13% de los hispanos 
en Estados Unidos tiene un título 
universitario, y por si fuera poco, 
registran los más bajos niveles de 
desempeño en exámenes y de apro- 
vechamiento escolar. 

Un centro de estudios en Wash- 
ington demuestra que los ingresos 
dependen mucho del nivel educativo 
y no tanto de su estatus migratorio. 
Lo que se refleja en la tasa de de- 
sempleo en hispanos la cual es la 
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más alta del país (12.6%) com- 
parada con la tasa de desempleo 
general (9.7%) 

Ante tal realidad, se ha recono- 
cido la necesidad de unir esfuerzos 
para elevar los índices educativos 
de nuestra gente y fomentar su éxito 
académico por un mejor futuro tanto 
para ellos como para el desarrollo de 
nuestros países. 

La inversión en campañas para 
mejorar el desempeño académico y 
reducir el alto índice de deserción 
escolar entre hispanos se ha con- 
vertido en una de las prioridades 
de diversas instituciones, organiza- 
ciones, fundaciones, asociaciones 
y gobiernos.

Al menos 137.000 personas 
visitan las principales zonas arqueo- 
lógicas de México para celebrar el 
equinoccio de la primavera y la 
llegada de la nueva estación, dijeron 
fuentes del Instituto Nacional de 
Antropología e Historia (INAH). 
El lugar más concurrido fue Teoti- 
huacán, en el Estado de México, por 
donde han pasado 63,500 personas, 
dijo Julio Castrejón, director de Me- 
dios de Comunicacón del INAH.

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Machu Picchu to reopen 
April 1, after rain damage 


The ancient Inca citadel of Machu Picchu, Peru’s biggest tourist at- 
traction, and the Inca Road which leads to the fortress will be reopened to 
tourists on April 1 after being closed for two months due to heavy rains, 
the National Culture Institute, or INC, said Thursday. Access to the citadel 
will be allowed in accord with the transportation capacity of the operators 
of the local railway service, said the INC in a communique published by 
the official news agency Andina. Machu Picchu and the Inca Road were 
closed to tourists at the end of January because of the intense rains that 
caused landslides along the route to the site. The government declared 
the area an emergency zone after the deaths of an Argentine tourist and a 
Peruvian guide, and it had to evacuate by helicopter some 4,000 tourists 
who had become stranded at Machu Picchu when part of the railway was 
buried in a mudslide. 

Ferrocarril Transandino will reestablish train service along the stretch 
of track that runs from Kilometer 82, at the town of Piscacucho, to the Aguas 
Calientes station, just a few meters from the citadel, according to the INC 
communique. As a safety measure, the INC has asked for the intervention 
of the chief prosecutor’s office in Cuzco, the region in which Machu Pic- 
chu is located, to supervise the rehabilitation work on the railway. Because 
of the temporary closure of Machu Picchu, the government launched an 
advertising campaign promoting other destinations in Cuzco and providing 
discounts of up te 50 percent in travel costs, lodging and assorted services. 
The heavy rains of January and February cost Peru’s tourism sector around 
$160 million in lost business, the government says. EFE
